Who cares what’s on the screen? For TV junkies, 
the viewing experience is all about the hardware

On one TV, Andrea Long is playing “Mario 
Kart.” On a second TV, her boyfriend, Dar- 
ian Irving, is taking a beating from the enemy 
in “Tekken.” And on a third TV, Liz Lemon is 
juggling some huge egos on an episode of “30 
Rock.” 

All this is happening in the bedroom of Ir- 
ving’s Hyde Park townhome, which, for the 
record, contains four TVs. 

“I love to play video games and watch 
TV,” said Irving, 28. “My girlfriend and I usu- 
ally play in the same room, sometimes against 
each other, but I can’t miss out on watching 
my favorite TV shows live.” 

Irving is so enamored with TVs that he sees 
the hardware as a work of art. 

“The aesthetics of a wall-mounted flat-pan- 
el television is pleasing to the eyes even when 
it’s not turned on,” he said. 

As the networks gear up for the fall season 
of programming, there is no better time of 
year to be a TV enthusiast. And if fresh sea- 
sons of “Modern Family” and “Glee” aren’t 
enough to get TV lovers jacked up about their 
favorite pieces of technology the industry 
now is pushing 3-D-capable TVs and 3-D pro- 
gramming that includes everything from live 
football games to Imax films. 

The latest and greatest in TV technology 
are 3-D-capable sets, which entered the mar- 
ket six months ago and generated $55 million 
in just their first three months of sales, ac- 
cording to market research firm NPD Group. 

3-D technology “will be a premium home 
entertainment experience in 2010,” said Ross 
Rubin, NPD Group’s executive director of in- 
dustry analysis. He compared the technologi- 
cal evolution to previous TV advancements. 

In the future, Rubin said trends indicate TVs 
wiU get thinner and more connected to con- 



tent that is delivered from wireless and broad- 
band sources. But for nov^ the focus is on 3-D. 

‘As more consumers adopt 3-D, the indus- 
try can help foster a 3-D ecosystem similar to 
that of HD,” Rubin said. 

Even the porn industry is getting in on the 
3-D craze. A Hong Kong studio is in the pro- 
cess of producing “3-D Sex & Zen: Extreme 
Ecstasy” a soft-core flick that is being touted 
as the world’s first Imax 3-D erotic film, Re- 
uters reported in August. 

Why is 3-D TV so special? Manufacturers 
tout a technology that approximates what 
you’d get in a movie theater— think ‘Avatar,” 
but in your living room. Perhaps the great- 
est knock against 3-D TV— besides prices 
that easily can surpass $4,000 and limited

programming from cable and satellite provid- 
ers— is the need to purchase special, battery- 
operated glasses that control shutters in the 
lenses. 

That doesn’t appear to be hurting sales, 
NPD Group and local retailers said. 

“3-D is very hot right now,” said Bill Gerlach, 
audio/video manager for Glenview-based elec- 
tronics company Abt. ‘An important thing to 
point out is that aU 3-D sets are also the finest 
2-D TVs that you can get your hands on.” 

Tom Simonds, 40, has turned his Win- 
netka home into a shrine to Sony TVs. He 
has 52-inchers in the family room and master 
bedroom and a 60 -inch monster 3-D model in 
the basement that is outfitted with surround 
sound, a 3-D Blu-ray player, and Netflix and 


Comcast video on demand. 

The ability to convert old movies into 3-D 
is Simonds’ favorite feature of his prized TV 

“The 3-D programming is even better,” he 
said. 

Some TV enthusiasts are wary of the new 
generation of boob tubes. 

Sabin West said he loves technology 
“whether it’s carbon fiber wheels on a bicycle 
or a 6mm- thick television,” but the 35-year- 
old River North resident isn’t buying a 3-D 
TV just yet. He plans to do his homework on 
the new models first. 

“Is the technology a blast and fun to watch? 
Definitely” West said. “But I will wait until 
more Blu-ray movies, games and networks 
adopt the technology and by then, the way

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif, August was sup- 
posed to be Fantasia Barrino ’s comeback 
month. For three years, the ‘American 
Idol” winner and Broadway star had been 
working on her third album and selecting 
tracks that spoke to how far she’d come 
in her troubled life. 

To outsiders, everything seemed to 
be on target for a successful late-August 
launch of her album, “Back to Me.” But 
behind the scenes, the 26 -year-old singer, 
overloaded personally and profession- 
ally said she felt like she wanted to “sleep 
forever.” In a lengthy interview. Fantasia 
opened up about her Aug. 9 suicide at- 
tempt and also talked about her first halt- 
ing and painful steps toward recovery 

“I always covered up everything so 
well,” Fantasia said. “Fm always the bub- 
bly life of the party. And for so long, I 


pushed and pushed and pushed. And, 
this day, I had no push in me.” 

Barrino explained why she returned to 
work so quickly 

“They wanted me to be in {group 
therapy] much longer, but I realized that 
the record company and everybody was 
depending on me, and I had to come 
back,” she said. “I had an album coming 
out. They started saying they were going 
to push it back again, but they’ve already 
pushed it four times. So I decided to pull 
myself together.” 

She plans to tour in November and 
says she will continue to work on herself 
in therapy 

“I can make you this promise: I won’t 
do that again,” she said. “I gotta see my 
daughter walk across the stage and get her 
high school diploma, and she’s got to go to 
college. I got to see that!”

The truth about Tillman 


First the Army claims that Pat Tillman, an 
Arizona Cardinals defensive back who quit the 
NFL to enlist in the Army was killed in action. 
Five weeks later, it’s determined that Tillman 
actually was killed by friendly fire, hinting at 
an elaborate web of lies within the military 
and government that Tillman’s amazing family 
refuses to take sitting down. Underneath it all 
is Tillman’s specific wishes not to be hoisted up 
as a hero or to be treated differently than any 
other soldier. 

The buzz: Director Amir Bar-Lev’s last doc, 
“My Kid Could Paint That,” also dealt with 
questions about reality and perpetuated lies. 
The story of Pat Tillman and the events fol- 
lowing his death are so rich and complex that 
the film pretty much needs only to present the 
information clearly and honestly to land on 
something vital. 

The verdict: An extraordinary real-life story 


extraordinarily told. “The Tillman Story” 
doesn’t seek to lionize Tillman or demonize the 
chain of command that executed a stunning 
cover-up in efforts to turn the fallen soldier 
into something of a poster-boy for American 
heroism and military participation. Rather, the 
information simply speaks for itself, as inter- 
views with Tillman’s family and archival footage 
reveal him as selfless and a model of dignity and 
honesty Meanwhile, the film connects the dots 
between redacted documents and shameful 
congressional hearings in which high-ranking 
officials such as Donald Rumsfeld have little 
to say other than “I don’t recall.” A completely 
genuine act wound up being treated disingenu- 
ously and Tillman’s memory now symbolizes 
so much on both sides of the human spectrum.

The latest spot from Rosebud 
Restaurants is a glorified diner, 
serving affordable, predictable 
breakfast fare in the morning 
and giant sandwiches, huge 
salads, robust burgers and a few 
steaks throughout the day and 
into the wee hours on weekends. 
There’s also a carryout area up 
front, which offers baked goods, 
gelato and coffee to go. Like any 
good diner, Eatt aims to please a 
crowd with quick service and few 
surprises. 

Options in this area of River 
North tend toward bar food 
and quick-serve chains, with not 
much in between. So Eatt, in 
its attempt to be all things to all 
at all hours of the day, makes a 
lot of sense as a concept. But is 
it just trying to capitalize on an 
unfilled niche, or can the food 
stand alone? 


Server says: Try anything with salmon— 
you can’t go wrong with smoked salmon 
Benedict ($10.99) ^ classic lox platter 

($12.99). The smoked whitefish salad 
($10.99) is another favorite. 

We say: Don’t overlook the skillets 
($9.99 -$12.99), especially if you’re hungry 
Whether you go for corned beef hash, 
smoked polish sausage and caramelized 
onions, or smoked salmon with red onion 
and goat cheese, they’re a good value. 

Pass on: The baked goods. Unless you’re 
in it for the current offer of free coffee 
with a bakery counter purchase, you’re 
better off buying your muffins elsewhere. 

We can*t stop thinking about: The huge 
portions. We left at least a pound of 
“hash browns” (actually just potatoes) on 
our plate and still left full. And the turkey 
wrap we had for lunch one day was 
enough for two meals— half for lunch 
and half for dinner later at home. 



is it iunchtime yet? Lunch starts at 
II a.m., when the breakfast menu drops 
off save for a single omelet special. The 
cut-off is a little odd, since Eatt has the 
clanging, crowded, paper-placement feel 
of a place that would serve breakfast all 
day, but lunch hours bring good news for 
burger lovers. Rosebud restaurants are 
known for their burgers, and Eatt follows 
suit. The juicy patty, served on a pretzel 
bun slathered with roasted garlic aioli, is 
easily one of River North’s best ($10.99). 
Of course, you could just go down to 


Rosebud Trattoria a few blocks away and 
get one for less.

In 2009, you had a pretty bad injury that 
held you back. What was that like? 

It was sort of a freak accident. I collided 
with the keeper in an odd way and I tore 
six muscles in my side. It was a sharp pain, 
and it felt like someone stabbed me with a 
knife. They thought at first that I shattered 
my pelvis because I couldn’t move. But, you 
know, injuries are part of our job. It’s good to 
rebound and come back from it. 


Do you think there are misconceptions 
about women’s soccer? 

I think people don’t really know much about 
our league [^ 5 (bmen’s Professional Soccer], 
but there’s a lot of talent. The men go to 
Europe to play with the best of the best, 
but the women come here. We have women 
from Sweden, Brazil, Australia— all over the 
world— play in our league. I think if people 
came and watched us, they’d see some pretty 
great things they haven’t seen before. 

What about ail of this recent success you’ve 
had personally? 


The first half of the year was rough. It took 
me like a year and a half to score one goal 
with the team. But I’ve definitely done better 
recently It’s great. 


Do you have a signature goal celebration? 

No, it’s usually pretty spontaneous after 
you score. Sometimes in practice, we mess 
around and plan things, but you usually don’t 
think about it once you’re in the game. There 
was a game where I scored on a header in a 
i-o game, and I ran near the corner flag and 
slid down on my knees. I’d always wanted to 
do that.
